DETAILED ACTION 

Preliminary Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed May 1 1 , 2005 has been entered and 
considered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed May 11, 2005 has been entered and 
considered. An initialed copy of the PTO-1449 by the Examiner is attached. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings filed March 7, 2005 are informal but are acceptable for examination 
purposes only. 

5. Figures 1-7 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
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"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. It is unclear from the brief description of the drawings as to whether or not the 
drawings show the prior art. Correction and/or clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim 10 (and others) refers to "irregularities" in the radar in the analysis of 
the received radar return signals reflected from target objects". What exactly is meant 
by the term irregularities? The term is not well defined in the claim and it is unclear as 
to what exactly is meant by irregularities. There are numerous interpretations of the 
term irregularities in a signal that would cause the claim language, as presently recited, 
to be indefinite. 

Claim 12 is rejected because it is unclear as to what is meant by "the vehicle is 
one of at a standstill". The language is awkward and should be corrected. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



10. Claims 10 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Richardson et al 0333) or Ammar et al ('51 1 ) or Winter et al ('074). 

The claims, as best understood, are considered to be met by Richardson et al 
('333) or Ammar et al ('51 1 ) or Winter et al ('074) who show a radar system including, 
inter alia, reducing transmitter power in response to received reflected signals from a 
target object in order to avoid interference.
